To b« sure, majority opinion will 
rule, as you suggest, and yet it is like- 
wiae true that in a democracy the nerd* 
and wishes of the minority are taken 
into account. Certainly the needs of the 
child who is overruled by the others 
should be considered. At time* .he 
should accede to the decisions of the 
majority. At other time*, the majority 
should either accede to his desire*, or 
make it possible for him to follow his 
own judgment, ev«n though it may con­ 
flict with theirs.

It should be Remembered that if the 
same child is more or lesa consistent!v 
in the minoritv, this may be his method 
of getting attention or by expressing 
hostility that has developed out of his 
feeling of emotional insecurity. It may 
he that he needs more love and affec­ 
tion from the parents, and th« oppor­ 
tunity to engage in activities in which 
he is nkillfltf, so that his own »en*e of 
worth may be enhanced.
